KING CHARLES. 


May it pleaſe your Majeſty. 

Eeing it hath pleaſed God our of his gracious will and 

plealure, to cauſe me to calt my Eye upon this Common- 
wealth of England, my native Country , ( and your three 
Kiagdomes , ) and viewing there, to behiold the fad and lamen- 
table condition, chat now, and for many years paſt,it hath been 
1ntangled in; which as Reaſon and Eoiſcience together per. 
ſwades me , is occaſioned chiefly for want of its ancient and 
ever cultomed way of Government, (to wir ) a King and 
Parliament, Which hath been unſeded alrogether amongſt us , 
ever ſince the unhappy death of your Majyetties late father our 
King : by reaſon whereof, our ancient and accuſtomed whole- 
ſome Laws both of Church and State, are moſt Rrangely torn 
and maſlacred ; and all through the ſelf-ſecking ends ot ſome 
certain perſonas, Which at prelent I judge not fit herein to be 
communicated, who having gotten the power of the ſword in 
their hands, thought for ever to rule and reign over their op- 
polers ; (1 think in ſpight of God or man : ) But of late ſome 
of thoſe ( I hope I may truly bleſs the name of the Lord for 
it, ) Who were the chief Rulers of thoſe unhappy Differences 
berween our King,and his three poor diſtrated Kingdomes , 
are taken out of this World; inſomuch, that the Power of 
thoſe remaining , is much weakened ; But yet they will (1 
perceive ) ſeek to tread in the felf ſame ſteps of them that have 


gone before them, as ſe:king only to ſer up their own Intereſt, 
although

although to the utter ruine of the Nation, Studying how of 
lirtlenels ro become great, hating.the name of a King , tur 
would joyfully imbrace the power thereof, ( yea, I may. ſay, 
they ſeek far more Power,than eyer our fate King did take up. 
on him, ) and all chis done under the zealous prerence of Saint. 
ſhip and Religion; the form or manner whereof. plainly ma. 
nitefted by their tollerating and ſetting up of (range Sets of Re. 
I gion, as Anabaptifts, Quakers, and ſuch like, ſeeking ut- 
terly to deflroy and pull down, our antient Orthodox Divines, 
unleſs timely prevented. I queſtion not but your Majelty is 
very well knowing of the Power , which for ſome few years 
palt, I have had in governing the Emg/eh Army here in Scotland, 
which Power, when I had once obtained , I did reſolve, ag 
much as in me lay, to keep, until a fit time and opportuni: 

ſhould offer ir ſelf, that I might imploy it for the glory of God, 
and the goud of your Ma jelly,whole faittiful SubjeR I humbly 
acknowledge my felt to be. Now foitis, may it pleaſe your 
Majelty, I plainly ſeeing, and with a ſad heart beholding the 
threatning hand of the Lords ſevere Judgements firetched forth 


agaiclt theſe three Kirgdoms, which forthwith muſt, and will 
inevitably fall heavy upon us, ( for ought as can be _—_ 


to the utter ruin both of Kirg and SubzeRs ) unleſs ſuddenly 
prevented by our humble ſubmiſſon to che Lord , and an un- 
feigned Repeoance of -our former miſcartiagts, May it allo 
pleale your Majeſty to give me leave to acquaint you, that I 
humbly conceive, I had never a better opportunity of doing my 
Country {ervice, (in freeing them from their Egyptian bondage, 
as I may termit, ) and in reltoting the Crown to the right 
owner thereof ; which if poſſible to be done, ſhall be done with 
as much cace, ſafety, and diligecce, as God ſhall enable me, 
ard that with as Jittle wrong as may be either.to King or Sub- 
jets ; which work whea it 15 perfeAed, I hope will tend to the 
letelement of owr ancient Proceftant Religion : In tender con- 
ſ1deration of all which Premiſes, I moſt humbly beg that high 
favour of your Majelty, that you Will be graciouſly pleafed, to 
perm:t me ro makethele Propoſals followiag. Firſt, whether 
your Majeſty will be pleaſed, to accept of the real endeavours 
of me your unworthy SubjeRt and Servant to be imployed in be-

ing a means in helping your Majeſty to a quiet and fate pol. 
jon of three Kingdoms ; Which have ({ wh violence ) been 
ſo long time withheld from you ? It yea, Then, Will your Ma- 
zeſty be pleaſed, to conſent to a Treaty to be had berween your 
Majeſty, and a free Parliament, which {hall be lawlully E- 
leed and Choſen by the Country, whoſe cate I hope will be 
for the chooſing of luch honeſt, godly, and religious men, as 
had no hand in the death of our late King,or fince his death, have 
(by any unlawful means whatſoever.) enzoyed any of his Lands, 
Tenements, or Rents, or the Lands, Tenements, and Rents, of 
the late Deans and Chapters , or any of your late ſequettred 
Subje&s,or which (ince his death have appeared violent 1n their 
aQing againſt King ſhip, and conſequently againſt your Majelty, 
our lawtul King : Not in the leaſt that ] have any malice or evil 
will againſt ſuch perſons, but for that my Conſcience tells me , 
that to long, as felf-inrereſſed perſons are ſuffered to (it in Par- 
liamene, there is little good to be expected, .either for King or 
Kingdome ; for it is a hard thing tor men to a&t againſt their 
own ſelves, to the loſs of their Lands and Livings - which they 
ſuppoſe they have ſo honeſtly gained. If your Ma jelly will be 
<a to conſent to ſuch a, Treaty, and that thereupon it. may 
agreed upon,that your Majeſty ſhall be reſtored to your thiee 
Kogdoms ; which 1 queſtion not, but will be the event of ſuch 
a Treaty : Then I bumbly beg,thar your Maj. would be pleated 
to think firto declare what mercy and pitty,you are pleafed ſhall 
be ſhewn to all thoſe that have been the chief of your ene- 
mies, ( whole blood in ſeverity of juſtice, might deleryedly be 
ſpilt, ) upon cheir humble ſubmiſſion to your Majeſty , and 
their promiſe of furure obedience ; for I hope you will judge, 
that the onely way to joyn the hearts of the People of. your 
three Kingdoms, to pray for your happy ſucceſs in all things ; 
and nor only ſo, but it will undoubtedly encourage them all 
to yenter their Lives againlt al your oppolers, if any ſhall cor- 
teſt : and alſo that your Majeity would be plealcd, to declare 
out of your gracious goodnels, what fatisfa&tion ſhall be made 
to the poor Common Souldicry throughout your three King- 
domes, Who, have been forced to take up Arms, although a- 
gainſt vour Majeſty, for mees neceſſity ro keep them —

Jetty rake compaGhon upon them ; which if you are pleaſed fo 
to do, I queſtion not but you will find as much humiliry and ſub.

I conceive it will be a great incouragment to them,to joyn with 
me ia this deſign, I ſhall trouble your Majeſty with little mote 
at preſent ; But to let you know, that my hopts are, that you 
would be pleaſed, to have that confidence in me, as not to cre. 
dit any rumours or reports, that may feemingly conrradift whac 
I have herein propoſed ; for as for that, I would have your Ma- 
zeſty to be confident, that I ſhall not value neicher the ill will, 
or yet look upon the fayour of any, who ſhall yer appear in op- 
nies to a thing that I have ſo really purpoſed , fo long as 
God and my Conſcience perſwades me, that in fo doing 1 ſhall 
accompliſh a good Work both for his glory, and my Countries 
good : and yet I think fic to carry as fair a correſpondency as 1 
can, With thoſe that have taken upon them the Authority in 
England : Tothat end, I have thoughts of going to London 
very ſuddenly , that I may ſee their aQtings, and order things 
there ſomewhat for my advantage , I hambly beg your Ma. 
zeſties — Anſwer touching theſe Propoſals : $o with all 
lubmiſlivenels, I crave your Majeſties favour , in giving me

that becauſe we do not remember any ſuch thing was ated 
upon this City in all theſe wars 3 and we fear that many ſober 
people are much grievediat it,and apprehend further force tobe 
offered to them, while they ſcem principally todefire the ſpeedy 
fillinz up of the Houſe, which you have declared far, aſwell as 
we have expreft our fuſt defires of, and are apt to doubr, left, 
what we have done may be ſo far from anſwerirg the expe&:d 
end, as that it may increaſe the difoompoſure of mens ipiries 
in the: Natior. Upon this occaſion, it comes treſh into our 
mins, that when by the trechery of ſome Officers of the Army 
you wcre interrupted , we declared to the world That the 
ground of our undertaking was not onely your return to your Truſt, 
but alſo, the Vindication of the Liberties of the people, and the 
Preſervation of the Rights of our Conntry ,_ and protettion aud en« 
couragement of the godly and faithful therein, as the effabliſhment 
of the peace of theſe Nations, Which Declarations made before 
the Lord, Angels and M:n, In the day of our cxtreamity, we 
( as we expe the bleſſing of the Lord upon our ſuture underta« 

kings.) carmot but ftill own, and ftand by 
We tind that the afſ-crriug of the Juſt Liberties of the People, 
is that which the generality of the Nution is much in expe@Q;= 
tion of; and that many ſober p:ople(together with our ſelves) 
arc under fears Ic this great price that God hath put inco your 
and our hands, ( as your Scrvants) ſhould not be improved, 
but that we (hall ran in Confuſion again. Thercfore wehum- 
bly crave leave to preſent before you ſome grounds of our fears : 
We are afraid that the late wonderful and unparalcl'd D:tivcr- 
ance, is not (ſo publickly and ſolemnly acknowledged as ic 
| might be, that the Lord (who wrought ſo Rtupendioully) may 
have the Glory of all ; We arc trouble1 that ſome as yet do Gt 
in the Houſe, who are impeached of Treaſon : We cannot but 
obſerve that divers M:mbers of your Houſe, (who contrary te 
their Truſt, aftcd in that illegal and Tyrannical Commictee of 
Safety) are not aQually diſabled from fitring there ; powwitk= 
ftanding Colonel Lembert hath oncly the Vare of Jademnity to 
{ccure him from as high Crimes as have been commiteed in this 
Nation, 
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Natlon, 'and is not obedient ro LF Orders, yet he ſeemeth to 
be winked at. We undorfland that Sir Henry V ane upon bare 

e is permiteed to flay about the City, to the great dif- 
isſ-&ion of your beft Friends; That thcre are dangerous 
Conſultations, and that of thoſe who had a chict hand in your 
hace Interruption, and the hazarding of the whole Nztions, 
contrary to our expeQation, We find continucd in the Army 
ſome Perſons of dangerous Principles, and fuch who were a- 
Aive enough in the late DefjeQtion. Though we arc far from 
wiſhing the ruine of any, yct we could d: irc thac your fignal 
Indulgence to Jate notorious Offenders, did mcet -with that 
candid reception from them, as to be ſo much the wore inge- 
nu0us in their profeffed repentance : But we obſerve that ma» 
ny of them do ſeek to juſtific themiclves, and are not without 
their Agents in print co palliate their ſou! Enormittes 3 which 
maketh us yet to ſuſpe that we arc in ſome denger of return» 
ivg to the late difterpers that You and the Nation are but new- 
ly delivered trow. 

We arc not ignorant, that there are theſe who lately Riruck 
at the Root of Engliſh Parliaments in Praftice and Deligngthere» 
by have irflamed the N.tiov, and given great advantage to the 
Common Enemy, ycr they are not without a ſtrange conhidence 
to precipitate men into a belief, chat they are the onely Perſons 
againſt the one, and for the other. With grict of heart we do 
remember and wculd lament over the too palpable Breach of 
Engagemenes in this Nation z Therefore we ſhould think ic a 
duty rather to mourn over the ſame, then co promote any new 
Oath co be taken at this time. Yet we perceive that tifeze is a 
defigne to provoke the Parliamenc to enforce an Oath upon the 
Nation, and do take notice, that among others. there arc lome 
who are moſt forward to pre more the {aid deftigne, who have 
made the lcaſt ( if any.) Conſcience in keeping Engagements 
already taken. Here we mult not ſilence our hirft reſemiment of 
a bold Paition,and of dangerous conſequence, which was lately 
preſented to you, the conſequence whereof ( it you ſhould ar.-... 
{wertheir defires) would be to exclude many uf the muft con- 
ſcientious and ſober ſort of men from ſerving under ycu in Cie 


vil and Military Imployments, who have and will prove - Me» 
clvcs 
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ſelves mot Faſthful 5 wid a 6 Zadths 6pened in defigne to 
recrive the Inter of thoſe who have ( by the juſt Hand of our 
Gracious Gad ) made ' themiclves to appartntly obnoxious. 
Morcover ( which is not the leaſt part of the yenome of that Pe» 
ticion) we clearly ſce the ſame ſpirit, which of late would have 
pult'u away the by- you declared-juft Maintenance from Mini 
ficrs, would now provoke you by an Oath to endanger the for- 
cing away oft many of the moft Godly from their Maintenance, 
In urging our fears from the premiſes that concerns ſome of 
diffcrent Principles from us, we would not be thought to (as we 
do not ) deſign any thinz that may incur the cenlure of vnjift 
rigidity. We trecly profeſic our dclires, that rendern I: of 
Gonſcicnce may have ics full juſt liberty,but we cannot in judg- 
ment count chat rendernef{: ot Conſcience which will not (crus 
pic at creachery ir {. li, ce any unrightcouſneſſe to carry on cor- 
ropt dehgnes. 

Having preſented You with our fears, we ſhall adde our Re- 
ſolution, | hat by the te'p of God we ſhall Rand by you in the 
purſuance of what we have declired for : And theretore do 
make thig humble requzft co You . We could defire, Tnat whillt 
you ſie, your urmott endeavours may be to manifett your tf:- 
Rionate dclirts for the Publick Good of thefe Nations; Our 
further defa: ey js, That thoſe Regiments under your confidera+ 
tion ( who!e Officers who arc not) may b: ſpeedily paſſed. 
Ad in regard we tind that the Grand Cauſe of the preſeng 
Heats and Diſ-CuisteRions in the Nation is, becauſe they arc 
not tully Repreſented in Parliament, and lecing no other pro 
bable expedient wherevy to keep the Nation 1n peace, then by 
filing up your number 5 We muſt therefore niake this our main 
Jclire, unon which we cannot but ir.ltt, that you would pro- 
ceed to Mic forth Writs in O:der co E:eRionss For the bertce
